HARRISBURG, July It <ft-An 
engineering survey today advised 
against raising passenger automo­ 
bile 
tolls on

Turnpike but said there was an 
“ urgent need” for a cut in truck 
toll rates. 
Michael Baker Jr., Inc., Roches­ 
ter, Pa., submitted a report of Its 
survey to the Pennsylvania Turn­ 
pike Commission, which hired the 
firm for the purpose after revised 
toils, originally scheduled to go in­ 
to effect in May, were postponed 
indefinitely. 
The survey report recommended 
against any increase in automo­ 
bile tolls on the turnpike "now or 
in the near future,” but on trucks 
said in a sum m ary of its findings: 
"There is an urgent need, how­ 
ever, to lower truck tolls to induce 
trucking firms to use the turnpike 
system, instead of Pennsylvania 
free roads.” 
Commission 
The commission, in May, pro­ 
posed an increase of 40 i>er cent in 
automobile tolls and a 20 per cent 
decrease in truck tolls. A Senate 
investigation committee reported 
it found "no justification” for any 
toll increase.

one year after the final section 
of the Northeastern Extension is 
opened.

Senate Rejects 
Hells Canyon 
Dam Bill 


WASHINGTON, July 19 UU The 
Senate today rejected the Heils 
Canyon Dam bill, giving the Ei­ 
senhower adm inistration a clear­ 
cut, victory over the Democratic 
leadership and public power advo­ 
cates. 
The Democrats lost, by a 51-41 
roll call vote, a long and bitter 
fight for authorization of a federal 
dam in the Snake River bordering 
Idaho and Oregon, where the ad­ 
ministration has licensed construc­ 
tion of three sm aller private power 
dams. 
Eight Democrats, ail from th* 
South, sided with 43 Republicans 
to defeat th* legislation. Only two 
Republican*—Wiley of Wisconsin 
and

voted for the bill.

Some of the seven debating Re­ 
publicans term ed the m easure a 
political device being used to help 
the coming campaigns of Demo­ 
crats in the Pacific Northwest. 
It has long been a prime politi­ 
cal issue in the Northwest whether 
Hells Canyon should be dam m ed 
by a federal structure, or the 
three sm aller dam s planned by 
the Idaho Power Co. 
Democratic candidates who have 
been plugging for a federal dam 
include Sen. Morse (D-Ore), who 
was the author of the bill rejected 
today. Sen. O'Mahoney (D-Wyo), 
said in debate that White House 
aides brought pressure against the 
that "if Hells Canyon can be de­ 
feated, Wayne Morse can be de­ 
feated.”

Zoning Laws Set Orderly Pattern 
For Sound Community Development 


t r a n sf o r m er 


Franca* A. Pitkin, state director of com­ 
munity development, offered a timely stig- 


this week when he spoke before the 


Pocono Mountains Chamber of Commerce. 


He advised local municipal authorities to 
pa>> zoning regulations and establish plan­ 
ning a g e n c ie s a> the soundest approach to 
pithier community development. 


Noting the lack of zoning laws in 


Monroe County, Pitkin called upon of­ 
ficial*. to ‘Hake stock and determine 
what course you wish to take for the 
future.” 
He added: “ The right answer rarely comes 
by accident. 
To determine the future of 
your community, you must take positive ac­ 
tion to guide growth now ." 


Pitkin suggested a zoning group for every 
community in the county with each deter­ 
mining its own lot a1 needs but working with 
a zoning agency at the county level. 
He ob­ 
served that Monroe (bunty already has 
set up housing, planning and redevelopment 
authorities, but declared these agencies are 
not enough. 


Purpose of zoning is to control the growth 
of a community through the passage of ordi­ 
nances restricting the construction of cer­ 
tain types of buildings to specified areas. 
For example, one area might lie limited to 
dwellings, another to dwellings arui small 
stores, a third to all types of buildings ex­ 
cept industries, while a fourth would la* open 
to factories. 


Such a regulation, if approved by each 


borough and township, would allow for an 
orderly planning of the community and pro­ 
tect the person who builds a beautiful home 
on a desirable piece of land from encroach­ 
ment by a junk yard, coal dock, factory or 
some other such business which wanted to 
aet up shop on an adjacent property. 


Conversely, it is just as im|N>rtant that in­ 
dustries and similar concerns l*e afforded 
protection 
from 
encroachment 
by 
new 
homes, apartment and store buildings being 
erected in areas liest suited for industries to 
expand their plants. Factories are the life­ 
blood of a community and should not Im* 


stifled or squeezed to the extent of tieing 
forced to move elsewhere. 
One of a series of three bills passed by 
the last session of the General Assembly of­ 
fers local communities financial assistance 
for redevelopment projects, fit kin said. A 
second measure provides for industrial pro­ 
motional assistance, wlgle the third estab­ 
lishes a State kid us trial Development An­ 
tholite and appropriates five million dollars 
fur building new industrial plants in de­ 
pressed areas. 
Help for communities also is available at 
the federal level, Pitkin pointed out. 
Besides 
financial aid for zoning of boroughs and 
townships, Pitkin said that under the Hous­ 
ing Act of HP* I the federal government 
provides assistance in zoning which is ad- 
ministeied at the state level through the 
D etrim ent of Commerce. 


Citing the importance of zoning and 


planning for the Pocono region, th* 
slate 
official 
warned 
local 
leaders. 


“ There will be pressure on you to pro­ 
vide recreational advantages as more 
and more of the unpopulated area is 
developed. 
You will have to deride 


whether you want an industrial area or 
a resort area. 
With careful planning, 


you can successfully have bolh." 
This pressure for development will mean 
a chance to build and make money, Pitkin 
said. In this connection, he warned plan­ 
ner.> against “ killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg.” 
Pitkin and every person at the meeting 
seemed agreed that the Pocono region is just 
coming into its own and will continue to go 
forward. 
Growth and development will not 
Is* without their headaches, however. 
But as Pitkin indicated, the time to deal 
with “ growing pains" is lie fore they set in. 
That 
time is now. 
Every borough and 
township should have a zoning law adminis­ 
tered by a representative cross-section of 
the community, 
t ’utii such is the ease, 
there can Im* no orderly pattern for exten­ 
sive development and hence no protection for 
the person who invests his savings in any 
type of real estate.
